Mr. Hughes thought that Ma^jistr.itcs 
atearest the house sought tu bo lioensod 
tbould be consulted tirst, but iu one in 
•tance an objectionable party was licuu- 
led by a Bench of Magistrates sitting at 
New Westminster. Tliere was a good deal 
of liquor drank at the Inlet, and in ono 
instanco a house was licensed near an lu' 
dian village, tlio inhubitant.s of which 
"wero made drunk and .several dea.l!is ro- 
culted. 

Mr. Ilobflou .let the lion, member for 
N«w Westmiii tT City right with respect 
to tho oxi-iliiiu.' .Vet. Although, he know 
of cases of i:nrdship that had occurruj 
Iteacarculy know how to grapple witli tho 
question so as to entirely {irevent th<ni! 
ooourrins. On the whole he regiirdad 
tlia bill as a step iu the right diraction. 

The Bill \ras then oommitted, Mr. Rob 
inRon in the Chair.

After a few remarks from Mr. Uiuiiho 
in aiipport of the principl^e of the Bill,

The 8pe(ilc9r having ruled.bhe Bill out, 

Mr. Bobson objected to tha rulins' on 
the ground that tho cnntiugenay involv- 
ed in the operation of tho lull was alto- 
gether too remote. If tho f^tth seuLion 
rnWaa to be so rigidly applied it would 
amount to a prohibition of the ioitiation 
pf aU kgialaUoa privat» xnaiaberB oi 



this House. At nil events it woald; pre- 
vent any Land Act being introdnced by 
a private member, as that would involve 
surveys, and surveys wonid involve ex- 
penditure. He called upon hon. inem- 
bars to guard their rigbta against the 
iDBidious enoroaohmeat of tho Excuu- 
tive. 

Mr. MoCreighfc BttpRorted the mainten- 
ance of the rule with ordinary stringency 
and said that in this caso tlie Uovani 
mout, instead of taking land forroa<ls, 
would bo compelled to bring down a bill 
to provide tho means of doing so. lie 
considered thero wore constitutional 
meaua of correcting the evil if a Govern- 
ment became too stingy. ■ 

Mr. Smitha said tho 54tli Section of the 
Briti.ih North American Act was bo cla^^- 
tic that by stretching it might bo maile to 
reach any and every measure that might 
be introdnoed by private members iu this 
House. He had himsalf introduced tho 
Land Act last session; and if ho had ]«f L 
out tho words it was now proposed to 
strike out no quostiou would liuvo arisen 
as to hia right to do bo. The (.iovarn- 
luent had adopted this scantlalons way of 
killing tha Bill, because they wore afraid 
to oppose it on its merits. It was a cnu- 
veniont but a cowardly way of defenling 
a measure that was obnoxions to their 
policy, this getting behind tho very ac- 
commodating 5-iitli Section. Tho l^iU as 
introilucod was siuii)ly a proposal to leg 
islato.ou an abstract principle. Ti.at that 
abstract principle involved tho possible 
requirement of exiiandilure it was quite 
true; but it soemcLl to him thatevery moa- 
sura introilucod to that liouso might ho 
said to involve to a ;»roati>r or loss extent 
tho oxpeiulituro of money. 'I he '")-Hh 
tioction uulosa strninod to an unwarrant- 
ed e.-ctiMit could not possibly coovpnilieud 
the Bill as it stood. It would bo time 
enough to take advantage of it when ho 
(Mr. Rmithe) hail asked for an ainonnt to 
lie placed in th(! estimates to niout the ro- 
(puromcuts of the Bill; a thing ha had no 
irdeution of doing. Ih) woual do tlio 
Speaker tho justico to state that ho did 
not believe ho would have ruled Iho Bill 
out of order if he had not had the matter 
forced upon himby the Attorney-Ooneral 
He did not wisli to appeal agaiuat the 
ruling of the Chair; but lie begged to 
enter his protest acrninst the 'iiimauhf, the 
cnicuriih/ w,ny the Govornmoni had adopt- 
ed to kill tho bill they did uot wisji to 
oppose openly on its merits. 

The House then adjourned till Wednos 
day at 2 p. in.

what we will do tho work for? 1 am a 
British subject with a family to support, 
and i»m as loyal as any J_)uck yoo r»\ or 
saw, bo he mallard.. I, -iil or c invas-brick -- 
r.nd I want to ho told <vliy he is specislly 
favored whilo I am not ovn notii'd. Mr. 
Duck's nauio apjicirs 17 times in tin' ii.^Us 
as the recipient of money from the Gov- 
ernment.
